ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEEDINGS 

PROCEEDINGS INSTITUTED AGAINST WORLDWIDE INVESTMENT

RESEARCH, LTD., AND PAUL K. KOERNER


The Commission instituted public administrative proceedings against Worldwide Invest
ment Research, Ltd. and Paul K. Koerner under Sections 203(e) and (f) of the Investment 
Advisers Act of 1940. The Order instituting proceedings alleges that Worldwide and 
Koerner: (1) violated the registration provisions of the Securities Act of 1933 by
offering and selling unregistered securities in the form of investment contracts pur
portedly involving the purchase and sale of platinum barsJ (2) violated the antifraud 
provisions of the Securities Act and the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 by making 
misrepresentations and omissions concerning the use of investor proceeds, the return 
investors could expect on their investments, and the risks associated with an invest
mentJ and (3) were permanently enjoined by the U.S. District Court for the Eastern 
District of Missouri from violating the above registration and antifraud provisions
in an action brought by the Commission. A hearing will be scheduled to take evidence 
on the staff's allegations and to afford Worldwide and Koerner an opportunity to pre
sent any defenses thereto. (ReI. IA-1126) 

PROCEEDINGS INSTITUTED AND SANCTIONS IMPOSED AGAINST 
WILLIAM S. CRAUGH AND JEFFREY T. CRAUGH 

The Commission instituted proceedings and imposed remedial sanctions against William 
S. Craugh (w. Craugh) and Jeffrey T. Craugh (J. Craugh), former registered representa
tives of Steinberg & Lyman (S&L), a registered broker-dealer located in New York, New 
York. W. Craugh and J. Craugh consented to the findings and-sanctions without admit
ting or denying the ailegations. 

The Commission found that Respondents wilfully violated the antifraud provisions of 
the Securities Exchange Act of 1934. The Commission found that W. Craugh executed 
approximately $2,383,119 of unauthorized securities purchases in twelve customer 
accounts at SiLo J. Craugh executed approximately $400,000 of unauthorized securi
ties purchases in one customer account at S&L and purchased approximately $140,000
of securities in his own personal margin account at S&L, without the intention or 
ability to pay for the securities; J. Craugh' s above purchase of approximately
$81,500 of securities violated the credit extension provisions of the Exchange Act. 
As a result, W. Craugh was barred from association with any regulated entity, and J. 
Craugh was barred from association with any regulated-entity, with the right to apply
after three years in a nonproprietary, nonsupervisory capacity. (ReI. 34-25803)

INJUNCTION ENTERED AGAINST WILLIAM S. CRAUGB 
AND JEFFREY T. CRAUGB 

The New York Regional Office filed a civil complaint on June I in the U.S. District 
Court for the Southern District of New York charging William S~ Craugh (W. Craugh) and 
Jeffrey T. Craugh (J. Craugh), former register.ed representatives of Steinberg & Lyman 
(S&L), a New York, New York, broker-dealer, with violating the antifraud provisions of 
the Securities Bxchange Act of 1934. The Complaint further charged J. Craugh with 



violating the credit extension provisions of the Exchange Act. The Complaint alleged 
that w. Craugh executed approximately $2,383,119 of unauthorized securities purchases
in 12 customer accounts at S&L. The Complaint further alleged that J. Craugh executed 
approximately $400,000 of unauthorized securities purchases in one customer account at 
S&L, and purchased approximately $140,000 of securities, on margin, in his own personal
account at S&L without the intention or ability to pay for such transactions. Addi
tionally, J. Craugh failed to meet the minimum margin requirements within seven busi
ness days concerning $81,500 of securities purchased in his account. 

without admitting or denying the allegAtions contained in the Complaint, W. Craugh and 
J. Craugh consented to a Final Judgment permanently enjoining them from the above de
scribed violations. (SEC v. William S. Craugh and Jeffrey T. Craugh, USDC SDNY, Civil 
Action No. 88 Civ.
